in a While. He learns by observa- 
tion that there other hearth stones, 
and confines and picks up know 
ledge that will prove of value in 
his work no matter in what 

occupation engaged. It gives one 

opportunities to study mankind 
ami the innumerable industries 
with which this busy count ry is 
blessed. And when he returns to 
his own abode he wonders how 
such things can be. How the 

mystery of making this and that 

was solved by the iiiguenily of 

man 'a fertile brain. What wonders 

rise up before him ? And he then 
finds out for the first time how 
little he knows or knew hemmed 
up within the confines of his town 
or city. 

It was our good fortune to ac 

company* a part] of pupils home on 

the Kith inst. for their vacation and 
after having performed this task 
concluded to take a little rest and 
see a little of the world.

Across Hie 
river from Belial re in what is 
called Kenwood, W in Keener works 
in an iron milland manages to get 
good Wages despite his deafness. 
lie is well liked by his employers 
as he is a steady industrious worker. 
He and his wife are both graduates 
of the Ohio school. A little farther 
up are the tube work >. Here 
Marion Siltlcton anothei Ohio boy 
has held a steady place since the 
factory was started some years 
His home is in Bellaire but no 
matter cold or hot he crosses and 
recrosscs the river to and from his 
wnik daily. Bj his industry and 
sober habits he has succeeded in 
purchasing a home of his own and 
lives happily with his wife and 
children.

with the family of one by writing. 
This family was a little more fort- 
unate than the others for they had 
a little patch upon which to raise 
garden sass, a cow, and whal is 
more the miner when not in the 
mines worked a few acres of corn 
and thus help to keep the wolf 
from the door.

The third annual closing ex- 
ercises ol the deaf and dumb and 
blind school oocured al :i o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon, June 9th, In 
Fraternity hall, A large crowd 
was present and gave the closest 
attention lo the exercises through- 
out.

and Washington loses one of her 
best known colored young men, as 
well us one of the most popular of 
that race, and one without perhaps 
an enemy. It was abonl | o'clock, 

Friday evening, when the intellig- 
ence of the Sad affair reached 
Washington, and it was sometime 
before many people would beleive 

it. The facts in the case ate about 
as follow : 

Friday "afternoon a number of 
boys from Washington were at a 
swimming resort several hundred 
below the Tyler tube works, on 
Chartlers creek. They had come 
out of the water when Jimmy 
Flannegan, the deaf and dumb 
colored youth was noticed running 
toward them. He was making 

signs wilh his hands indicating 
that he was going in swimming. 
Quickly disrobing he stepped on to 
a spring board which extended from 
the bank out over the water, and 
leaped in. The depth at that point 
is about 10 feet. Jimmy went 
clear under, but quickly came to 
the surface, and was laughing. 

He was paddling with his hands, 
but not like an experienced swim- 

niei would, and seemed lobe up- 
right in Ihe water. A second time 
he went down, and when he came 
up again he seemed lobe strang- 
led and coughed. He was still 
struggling, and very quickly went 
down a third time to rise no more 
alive. The majority of the boys at 

the spot were young, and being 

scared ran away. Russell Blay- 
ney , three others remained. After 

Flannegan had gone down the third 

time Baynev looked for something 
to throw in the water in Ihe hope 

that the d rowing boy might catch 
it. and finally found a heavy slick 
which he threw in. Then he Start- 
ed in the direction of a colored man 
who was plowing sonic distance 
away" but this man was deaf and 
did not hear Playney's shouts. 
The boy then started for t he tube 
works, and met several workmen 
from there hurrying to the spoi, 
Flannegan's brother, William, a 
lube worker, being among the 

number. Ohe of these men jum- 
ped into the water and located the 
body ; the latter was taken out by 
a pole to which irons were at 
trached. The body was laid on 
the bank, and as life was seen to 
be extinct, word was sen! to Coron- 
er T Ix. 11. Johnson, who was soon 

there, when he commenced an In- 
vestigation, but did not empanel a 
jury. The Blayney boy and sev 
oral other told all they knew. 
Their belief was that Flannegan 

could not swim from his actions in 
the water. There seems lo be a 

difference of opiuion about the 

matter, some saying that he was an 
expert swimmer, while others say 
not. it is claimed that he once 

saved the life or i gh?1 j M VllegheilJ

which he did not witness. In fact 
he was a mascot for any Washing- 
ton sporting organization, often 
going lo Pittsburg and other towns 

with those clubs or learns. He 
made it his business to keep posted 
on the score ol games, and it was 
habit to uo from one end of Main 
street to the other in the evenings 
telling in his sign-language what 
the score of the Washington and 
Pittsburg teams were. If his 
favorite team won he rejoiced ; if 
it lost he felt badly. His face was 
a barometer on such occasions. At 

the ball grounds he was a greal 

rooter for the home teams, as far 
as his atllication would permit of 
rooting. And for these reasons 
his sad death will be felt by many 
Washington people, and his black, 
but cheerful face will be missed. 
lie made his home on East Walnut 
Street with his brother William, 
and his sisters, Jennie and Thores 
sa. One ot her sister here is Mrs. 
Ella Ramsey. A brother John, or 
Bum, the name by which he w,i- 
better known, lives in Uniontown, 

Samuel, Ihe third brother, until 
recently a well known hotel porter 
here, lives in Warren, Ohio.
